HOW  THE  FAMILY  RECORD  WAS  STARTED 

1369442 

In  July,  1937,  I  attended  the  funeral  of  Mrs,  John  McCarthy  in  Clinton,  Iowa.  After  the 
funeral  about  thirty  relatives  went  to  the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs,  Win,  McCormick,  Her  maiden 
name  was  Kate  McCarthy,  a  daughter  of  the  deceased.  Late  in  the  afternoon  only  the  three  of 

us  were  left.  Kate  and  I  began  to  talk  about  the  members  of  the  family  and  how  they  were 

related. 

For  a  while  Mr.  Wm.  McCormick  listened  and  took  part  in  the  conversation.  Being  tired 
he  took  a  nap  and  upon  awakening,  perhaps  an  hour  later,  he  found  that  we  were  still  on  the 
same  topic.  He  then  requested  that  I  write  the  family  record.  This  I  promised  to  do. 

While  I  was  away  from  home  a  niece,  Marita  Dwyer  who  had  specialized  in  library  training, 
stayed  with  my  sister,  Nellie,  who  had  just  returned  from  Mercy  Hospital.  I  asked  Marita  to 
assist  me.  Our  first  step  was  to  make  a  chart  of  the  Clinnin  family.  Later,  a  nephew, 
Lawrence  Cleland,  helped  me  complete  the  chart. 

After  this  I  went  to  the  Newberry  Library  to  study  forms  of  records  to  use  with  the 

chart.  I  then  decided  to  write  the  Dwyer  family  record  also.  The  first  copy  of  each  record 

was  in  longhand.  My  sister,  Anna,  made  the  first  typewritten  copy.  A  friend.  Miss  Kate 
Glenn,  has  since  copied  many  sheets  of  both  records.  Edward  Dwyer  has  completed  the  work. 


Every  effort  has  been  made  to  simplify  the  family  records  and  at  the  same  time  make  them 
as  complete  as  possible.

MY  TRIP  TO  EUROPE,  1938 


I  left  Chicago  at  6:30  P.M.,  Thursday,  May  5,  1938.  Upon  arriving  in  New  York,  Friday, 
May  6,  I  was  met  at  the  train  by  Genevieve  Richardson,  a  friend  of  my  sister  Anna.  We  took 
care  of  the  baggage,  ate  dinner  and  then  went  to  the  pier  to  find  the  steamer  Vulcania,  a 
steamer  on  the  Italian  Line.  We  sailed  from  New  York  at  12:15  A.M.,  Saturday,  May  7. 

The  object  of  our  trip  was  to  attend  the  International  Eucharistic  Congress  XXXIV,  to 
be  held  in  Budapest,  Hungary,  May  25  to  May  30. 

On  our  return  trip  from  Budapest  we  toured  Italy,  France,  England,  Wales  and  Ireland, 
Eire.  We  left  London  about  4:00  P.M.,  Saturday,  June  25,  and  arrived  at  Fishguard,  Wales, 
in  time  for  the  midnight  boat  which  took  us  across  St.  George's  Channel  to  Cork,  Ireland. 

Our  first  sight  of  Ireland  was  early  Sunday  morning,  June  26.  Our  boat  being  small  we  went 
directly  to  the  City  of  Cork.  We  arrived  there  just  in  time  to  attend  12:00  o'clock  Mass 
at  Sts.  Peter  and  Paul  Church.  The  church  was  not  far  from  the  Victoria  Hotel  where  we 
stayed  in  Cork.  It  was  pouring  rain  when  we  left  the  boat  and  we  were  delayed  looking  for 
missing  suit  cases. 

In  the  afternoon  we  went  by  auto  to  Blarney  Castle.  Three  of  us  kissed  the  Blarney 
Stone,  Ra)nnond  Disselkamp,  Miss  Reh  and  myself.  Then  we  had  a  sight-seeing  trip  through 
Cork.  Some  of  our  party  went  to  Christ  the  King  Church  for  Benediction. 

Early  Monday,  June  27,  we  left  Cork  for  Killarney.  We  went  over  Prince  of  Wales  Drive 
via  Bantry  Bay,  Glengariff  and  Kenmore.  We  reached  Muckross  Hotel  about  5:30  P.M.  The  hotel 
is  about  a  mile  west  of  Killarney. 

Tuesday,  June  28,  we  had  rain,  almost  a  cloudburst.  No  boats  were  allowed  on  the  lakes. 

Mrs.  Weare,  Miss  Overman  and  I  took  a  ride  in  a  Jaunting  Car  for  about  one  and  one-half  hours 

regardless  of  the  rain.  We  went  to  Ross  Castle  near  the  lakes. 

Wednesday,  July  29,  we  left  our  hotel  at  8:45  A.M.  and  went  sightseeing  until  our  train 
left  at  11:00  o'clock.  We  arrived  in  Dublin  at  4:30  P.M.  We  stayed  at  Jury's  Hotel.  We 
left  Dublin  at  3:00  P.M. ,  Friday  and  arrived  at  Belfast  at  5:20  P.M. 

Saturday,  July  2,  I  left  the  party.  They  sailed  from  Belfast  on  the  Caledonia  at 
12:30  P.M.  At  10:00  A.M.  I  went  on  a  trip  to  Giants'  Causeway  alone,  and  returned  to  Belfast 

about  9:00  P.M.  I  stayed  overnight  at  the  Midland  Hotel  and  then  returned  to  Dublin,  arriving 

there  about  4:30  P.M.  I  returned  to  the  Standard  Hotel  where  I  had  left  my  baggage. 

Sunday,  July  3,  I  spent  at  the  Standard  Hotel.  During  my  week's  stay  here  I  went  to  a 
Tea  Room  nearby  for  my  meals.  On  my  way  from  the  hotel  to  the  Tea  Room  I  passed  the  park, 
Stephen's  Green,  where  I  spent  many  pleasant  hours  chatting  with  people  and  listening  to 
band  concerts. 

July  4,  I  did  not  attend  the  reception  for  Americans  held  at  Phoenix, Park. 

Saturday,  July  9,  I  left  Dublin  at  4:30  P.M.  on  my  way  back  to  Cork.  I  arrived  at 
Thurles,  County  Tipperary  at  7:19  P.M.  I  spent  Sunday  in  Thurles. 

Monday,  July  11.  On  to  Cashel,  arriving  there  about  10:00  A.M.  travelling  by  bus. 

Ryan's  Hotel.  From  there  I  was  directed  to  the  Rectory  of  the  Dean  of  Immaculate  Conception 
Parish,  He  was  very  much  interested  in  my  story  of  looking  for  the  record  of  the  Dwyer 
family,  but  he  informed  me  that  if  I  did  not  know  the  exact  parish  from  which  Grandfather 
Dwyer  came  in  Tipperary  it  would  be  an  impossible  task.  This  I  did  not  know. 

After  leaving  the  Rectory  I  went  to  the  church  and  the  school  playground.  I  met  two 
nuns  and  a  Brother.  The  family  name  of  one  of  the  nuns  and  the  Brother  was  Dwyer.'  I  went 
up  to  the  Rock  of  Cashel  in  the  afternoon.  I  left  for  Cork  about  4:30  P.M.  and  arrived 


there  about  6:15,  I  stayed  at  the  O'Brien  home  or  family  hotel.  I  went  by  bus  to  Queens¬ 
town,  This  was  a  great  day  in  Eire.  The  British  soldiers  were  leaving  Spike  Island  in  the 
harbor.  The  flag  of  England  was  lowered  and  the  flag  of  Eire  was  raised  over  Spike  Island. 
Spent  five  days  in  Cork. 

Tuesday,  July  12,  I  obtained  information  about  the  location  of  Lower  Glanmire,  Youghal 
Harbor  and  Ball}rmacoda,  bus  schedules  and  general  directions  from  Tommy,  the  boy  who  seemed 
able  to  solve  everyone's  problems. 


Wednesday,  July  13 
My  Trip  to  Lower  Glanmire,  Eire 

Early  in  the  forenoon  of  July  13  I  went  to  the  bus  station  on  my  way  to  Lower  Glanmire. 

I  left  about  9:20  A.M.  and  at  9:45  was  at  the  Post  Office  of  the  town.  The  postmistress  told 
me  that  I  should  have  gone  on  to  Riverstown  to  get  my  information.  It  was  only  about  two 
miles  farther  north  so  I  decided  to  walk.  This  was  really  one  of  the  high  lights  of  my  trip. 
It  was  a  perfect  day,  the  scenery  was  beautiful.  On  my  right  was  a  stream  with  willows  on 
its  banks.  You  could  hear  the  water  as  it  rolled  on.  As  I  followed  the  road  the  country  at 
my  left  was  higher  and  rolling.  About  half  way,  or  perhaps  a  little  nearer  to  Riverstown  was 
a  school  house.  Some  girls,  about  4th  to  6th  grade,  came  to  meet  me.  They  told  me  that  the 
school  was  closed  because  of  some  contagious  disease,  I  think  it  was  chicken  pox.  They  walked 
on  with  me  nearly  to  Riverstown,  chatting  all  the  way. 

On  my  arrival  at  Riverstown  I  went  to  the  rectory  of  the  church  to  talk  with  the  pastor 
and  ask  for  information  about  the  Thomas  Barry  family.  The  pastor.  Rev.  Coakley,  was  not  at 
home,  but  the  housekeeper  graciously  invited  me  in  and  listened  to  what  I  had  to  say.  She 
took  notes  of  my  inquiries.  Then  she  told  me  that  the  Rev.  Coakley  would  be  home  at  3:30  or 
4:00  P.M.  and  if  possible  to  return. 

At  about  2:30  P.M.  I  was  again  on  my  way  to  Lower  Glanmire.  I  enjoyed  myself  about  the 
church  and  grounds  until  the  return  of  the  pastor  about  5:00  P.M.  He  invited  me  in  and 
listened  very  intently  to  what  I  had  to  say. 

The  points  covered  are  as  follows:  (a)  To  know  if  he  had  the  parish  records  of  the 
Thomas  Barry  family,  date  about  1800.  Ellen,  born  in  1801;  Hanora,  born  in  1805;  Bridget, 
John,  and  one  other  who  became  a  Mrs,  Clancy  as  a  daughter  by  that  name  came  to  this  country 
later,  (b)  My  grandmother's  maiden  name  was  Ellen  Barry.  On  her  tombstone  in  St.  Mary's 
Cemetery,  Gilberts,  Illinois,  is  the  following  inscription:  Ellen  Dwyer,  Died  March  5,  1891, 
Aged  90  years,  A  native  of  Lower  Glanmire,  County  Cork,  Ireland,  llie  Rev.  Coakley  seemed 
surprised  and  delighted  that  Lower  Glanmire  was  used  in  the  inscription,  (c)  Her  mother's 
maiden  name  was  Nagel,  She  died  while  the  children  were  young,  (d)  Her  sister,  Hanora 
Nagel,  was  a  nun  in  a  convent  near  the  home  of  Thomas  Barry,  She  offered  to  fake  the  two 
older  girls  into  the  convent  with  her.  The  father  did  not  wish  to  have  his  family  separated 
so  these  girls  did  not  enter  the  convent  with  their  aunt. 

Grandmother  Dwyer  told  what  I  have  written  in  the  home  of  her  daughter,  Mary  Dwyer- 
Donoghue,  with  whom  she  made  her  home  for  the  last  14  or  15  years  of  her  life.  She  also  told 
many  other  stories  in  the  presence  of  her  granddaughter,  my  cousin,  Mary  M.  Donoghue,  118 
South  Chapel  Street,  Elgin,  Illinois.  One  of  these  stories  was  that  of  Commodore  John  Barry, 
her  cousin.  She  referred  to  him  as  "Fighting  Jack  Barry." 

The  Rev.  Coakley  said  that  the  records  in  the  parish  in  Riverstown  dated  back  earlier 
than  1800  and  that  he  would  look  up  the  record  and  let  me  know.  Up  to  date,  however,  I  have 
not  received  any  copies  of  any  record. 


Youghal  Harbor  and  the  Parish  of  Ballymacoda 

During  the  days  of  July  11  to  16  I  lived  at  a  small  hotel  in  Cork,  It  was  operated  by 
a  Mrs.  O'Brien  and  accommodated  not  more  than  eight.  Early  in  the  morning  I  prepared  for  my 
trip.  Not  knowing  Just  which  way  to  go  I  decided  to  take  the  bus  about  9:30,  While  waiting 
for  the  bus  my  thought  was  how  delighted  I  would  be  if  my  cousins,  Will  O'Brien  and  Mike 
McCarthy,  were  with  me,  on  my  way  to  visit  the  birthplace  of  our  grandfather  Clinnin, 

I  went  directly  to  Youghal  and  found  that  to  reach  Ballymacoda  I  would  have  to  return 
about  five  miles  to  the  town  of  Killeagh  and  then  go  four  or  five  miles  toward  the  coast, 
which  I  did.  I  reached  Youghal  about  11:00  and  visited  St,  Mary's,  then  the  P.O.  where  I 
obtained  all  of  the  necessary  Information,  I  had  lunch  in  a  lovely  little  lunch  room  near 
the  P.O,  and  enjoyed  a  wonderful  view  of  Youghal  Harbor.  Then  I  returned  to  Killeagh  P.O, 
and  was  given  directions  for  the  trip  to  Ball}nnacoda.  The  Postmistress  and  her  mother 
thought  it  would  be  better  to  get  a  taxi  to  ride  to  Ballymacoda  but  I  decided  to  walk.  They 
said  that  it  was  too  "far  and  before  reaching  the  place  I  knew  they  were  right.  It  was  a  five 
mile  walk  but  the  Irish  miles  are  longer  than  ours.  It  was  a  lovely  part  of  the  country  and 
on  the  way  people  kindly  directed  me  along  the  right  road.  One  of  them  was  an  elderly  woman 
with  whom  I  talked  in  the  yard  of  her  home  about  a  mile  from  my  goal.  She  and  her  daughter 

wanted  me  to  stay  with  them  but  after  "a  spot  of  tea"  I  went  on  my  way.  They  told  me  that 

the  Rev.  Aherne,  pastor  of  Ball}nnacoda,  was  away  for  two  weeks.  I  went  on  to  the  church  and 
cemetery  and  P.O.  and  then  took  a  taxi  back  to  Killeagh,  arriving  there  about  7:00  P,M.  As 
the  Postmistress  and  her  mother  were  going  to  a  band  concert  at  Youghal  they  closed  the  post 
office  early. 

Across  the  street  there  was  a  pub.  A  young  woman  was  acting  as  bartender  and  another 
was  waiting  outside.  A  woman  came  down  the  road  from  Youghal  and  went  to  the  bar  and  begged 
for  a  mug  of  ale  which  was  given  her.  I  was  the  next  target  but  had  been  warned  by  the  other 

young  woman  not  to  give  her  any  money  as  she  was  a  "tramp".  She  knew  that  I  must  be  from  the 

"States"  and  therefore  must  be  a  millionaire.  At  eight  o'clock  an  elderly  woman  took  charge 
of  the  pub  and  the  two  young  women  went  to  the  concert  at  Youghal.  My  friend,  the  "tramp", 
begged  the  elderly  woman  for  more  liquor  and  received  it.  As  it  was  nearly  time  for  the  bus 
to  Cork  I  went  back  to  the  P.O,  The  woman  followed,  still  asking  for  money.  She  went  out 
into  the  street  and  began  to  sing.  The  town  seemed  to  come  to  life,  gates,  doors  and  windows 
on  both  sides  of  the  street  opened  and  money  was  thrown  to  the  woman.  When  the  bus  came  she 
was  still  singing.  Reached  Cork  at  9:20. 

One  evening  during  the  week  of  July  11  I  met  another  Chicago  teacher  in  a  tea  room  in 
Cork.  She  was  the  neice  of  Mrs.  Jennie  O'Reilly.  We  took  evening  trips  together. 

On  Friday,  July  15,  I  went  from  Cork  to  Midleton,  which  was  the  home  of  Grandmother 
Catherine  Long-Clinnin,  but  had  no  success  in  finding  any  of  the  history.  I  also  went  to 
Lower  Glanmire  for  the  second  time.  During  my  second  stay  in  southern  Ireland  I  visited  the 
homes  of  all  my  grandparents. 

Mrs.  Gary  O'Connor,  one  of  the  two  ladies  with  whom  I  had  tea  on  the  way  to  Ballymacoda, 
sent  a  letter  August  24,  telling  of  the  efforts  of  the  Rev.  Aherne  to  obtain  information  about 
the  Clinnins  from  the  Registry  and  old  residents,  one  of  whom  had  just  died  at  the  age  of  100, 
Another,  a  shop  keeper  remembered  that  his  grandfather  Bumlbey  had  a  steward  by  the  name  of 
John  Cullnane  who  went  to  America.  His  brother  James  lived  in  Kilcredan.  He  had  a  shop 
there  and  a  son  who  would  be  John's  nephew. 


From  Cork  to  Dublin 


On  Friday,  July  15,  I  made  plans  to  return  to  Dublin.  At  the  bus  station  I  made  inquiry 
about  traveling  as  near  the  coast  line  as  possible.  The  plan  was  to  go  by  bus  from  Cork  to 
Waterford,  to  Wexford  by  train  and  from  there  to  Dublin  by  bus.  After  breakfast  in  Cork  I 
left  for  Waterford  at  9:30,  From  Cork  to  Youghal  I  traveled  the  same  route  as  July  14.  I 
arrived  at  Waterford  at  lunch  time  and  left  by  train  at  1:45  for  Wexford  where  I  had  my 
evening  meal.  The  Dublin  bus  left  about  5:30.  This  was  a  delightful  trip,  the  scenery  was 
marvelous.  Some  of  the  places  we  saw  were  Arklow,  Avoca,  Glendelough,  Enniskerry  and  Bray, 

We  arrived  about  9:30. 

I  went  to  the  Standard  Hotel  where  I  had  stayed  before  ^oing  to  the  south  of  Ireland. 

At  the  bus  station  I  had  seen  a  notice  of  an  excursion  to  Connemara  and  returned  the  follow¬ 
ing  Monday  to  buy  my  ticket. 

One  reason  I  was  anxious  to  get  back  to  Dublin  was  that  before  leaving  Chicago  I  had 
received  a  letter  of  introduction  from  Mrs.  Mary  McWhorter,  the  president  of  the  Women's 
Auxiliary  of  the  Ancient  Order  of  Hibernians,  to  Miss  Kathleen  O'Connell,  Secretary  to  Eamon 
De  Valera.  I  was  informed  that  he  would  be  too  busy  the  week  of  July  11  as  plans  were  being 
made  for  him  and  the  members  of  the  Dail  to  be  in  Cork  for  the  Spike  Island  ceremony.  The 
lowering  of  the  British  flag  on  the  island  and  the  raising  of  the  tri-color  was  important 
because  all  large  ocean  going  liners  stop  there.  During  the  week  of  July  18  tourists  would 
have  an  opportunity  to  see  De  Valera. 

On  Monday,  July  18,  I  made  arrangements  through  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  to  go  to  the 
Administration  Building  at  11:00  A.M.  Tuesday,  July  19.  I  met  the  Prime  Minister  of  Eire  at 
that  time  and  had  a  very  interesting  talk  with  him.  Many  other  Americans  were  these  also. 

In  the  afternoon  i  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Dail  with  Mrs.  McNamara  of  New  York.  We  also 
attended  on  Wednesday  and  Friday. 

On  the  afternoon  of  July  19  Mrs.  McNamara  met  Linda  Kearns,  a  member  of  the  Lower  House 
of  the  Dail.  She  had  married  since  we  both  knew  her  when  she  was  in  America  working  for  the 
Irish  cause.  She  took  us  to  tea  in  the  Administration  Building.  With  her  was  Margaret 
Pearse,  a  member  of  the  Upper  House,  a  sister  of  Patrick  and  William  Pearse,  who  were  both 
put  to  death  during  the  uprising  of  1916. 

On  the  excursion  to  Connemara  I  met  many  interesting  people  on  the  train.  On  the  motor 
trip  we  had  such  an  excellent  opportunity  to  see  the  country.  We  went  directly  from  Dublin 
to  Galway  passing  through  Athlone.  From  Galway  we  took  the  inner  route  near  the  lake  region 
through  the  Joyce  country,  the  City  of  Leenane,  Kylemore  Abbey,  Clifden  City,  The  Twelve 
Pins,  Recess  Station,  then  back  to  Galway.  Back  in  Dublin  about  11:00  P.M.,  the  21st. 

During  the  week  of  July  18  I  attended  a  play  at  the  Abbey  Theatre  and  also  went  to  a 
movie  near  the  Standard.  There  was  a  little  chapel  nearby  where  we  attended  morning  Mass. 

The  cathedral  and  art  gallery,  Friday.  Book  of  Kells. 

On  Saturday  the  baggage  had  to  be  ready  for  sailing  at  2:30  P.M.  The  boat  we  were  to 
sail  on,  the  California,  came  from  Glasgow.  It  did  not  enter  the  harbor  of  Dublin.  We  went 
out  on  a  tender.  The  sailing  was  an  hour  late  as  we  had  to  wait  for  a  train  bringing  some  of 
the  passengers. 

We  arrived  in  Boston,  Sunday,  July  31.  I  met  Miss  Nellie  Dee  who  had  been  with  our  party 
at  the  Congress  in  Budapest.  We  arrived  in  New  York,  Monday,  August  1,  and  met  Genevieve  D. 
Richardson.  Arrived  home,  Chicago,  Friday,  August  5,  1938.

1.  Mary  Barry-Clancy  did  not  come  to  America.  A  daughter,  Abigail,  was  a  dressmaker  in 
Chicago  at  the  time  of  the  fire.  The  twins,  Tom  and  Ed  Dwyer,  were  sent  to  look  for  her. 

She  was  found  north  of  the  river  where  she  had  escaped  with  others  and  was  taken  back  to  the 
farm.  She  later  married  John  Cain  and  went  to  California.  William  Hannigan  remembers  that 
she  died  in  Denver  on  the  way  back  from  California  and  that  his  father  and  brother  went  there 
to  arrange  for  burial  in  Kansas. 

William  Cain  married  Margaret  Foy.  An  adopted  daughter  survives.  Their  land  has  since 
been  absorbed  into  surrounding  holdings.  A  stained  glass  window  in  the  church  at  Rio  Vista, 
California,  is  their  memorial.

2-3.  The  records  of  the  descendants  of  Ellen  and  Hanorah  are  given  on  the  following  pages 
with  as  much  simplicity  and  accuracy  as  is  possible  at  the  present  time. 

4.  Bridget  Barry  came  to  this  country  and  lived  with  her  relatives  and  friends  for  many 
years  assisting  them  with  domestic  duties  and  the  problems  which  they  faced  in  founding 
homes  in  their  pioneer  community.  Her  life-long  dream  of  going  to  Australia  where  many  of 
her  friends  had  gone  was  never  realized.  After  many  years  of  helping  others  she  died  in 
McHenry  County. 

5.  John  Barry,  who  accompanied  his  sister  Ellen  to  America,  died  soon  after  arriving  in 
New  York.  To  date  no  records  have  been  found  regarding  his  burial. 


ELLEN  BARRY-MOORE  DWYER 


The  family  of  Thomas  Barry  consisted  of  one  son  and  four  daughters.  The  mother  died  in 
the  village  of  Lower  Glanmire,  which  is  about  twenty  miles  north  of  the  city  of  Cork,  while 
the  children  were  still  young.  Her  sister  was  a  nun  in  a  nearby  convent.  Honora  Nagel  was 
the  Superior  and  had  charge  of  the  school.  She  offered  to  take  the  two  older  girls  into  the 
convent  with  her  but  their  father  did  not  want  the  children  separated.  A  movement  has  been 
started  for  the  canonization  of  one  Honora  Nagel,  who  may  be  related. 

Ellen  and  John  Barry  came  from  Ireland  to  New  York  together.  It  took  them  seven  weeks 
to  cross  the  ocean.  He  was  about  eighteen  years  of  age  at  the  time.  Ellen  was  ill  during 
the  voyage  but  recovered  upon  arriving.  John  was  taken  ill  soon  after  they  reached  New  York 
and  died. 

Ellen  Barry  married  William  Moore  at  Hagerstown,  Maryland,  about  1828  or  1829.  Their 
children  were  James,  William,  Bridget 'and  Richard.  After  the  death  of  her  husband  late  in 
1838  or  1839,  Ellen  accepted  boarders  to  keep  her  home  and  family  together.  Among  them  was 
Richard  Dwyer  who  had  charge  of  the  men  working  on  a  canal. 

Ellen  Barry-Moore  married  Richard  Dwyer  about  the  year  1840  at  Hagerstown,  Maryland. 
They  came  to  Andersontown,  Ohio,  where  John  was  born  in  1841  and  Mary  in  1842.  They  came 
west  to  Illinois  in  the  best  covered  wagon  tradition.  Because  they  had  horses  and  not  oxen 
they  were  offered  a  site  on  the  river  in  the  village  of  Elgin,  now  in  the  business  district.

Richard  Moore  worked  on  the  Stewart  Christie  farm  until  the  death  of  Patrick  Donoghue, 
husband  of  Mary  Dwyer,  at  which  time  he  moved  to  their  farm.  He  made  his  home  with  her  and 
daughter  in  Elgin  for  many  years.  Upon  the  death  of  his  sister  he  made  his  home  with  the 
Thomas  Dwyer  family.

James  Moore  obtained  employment  with  the  Chicago  and  Northwestern  Railroad  and  was  the 
engineer  of  the  first  train  on  the  Galena  Division  that  was  so  popular  during  President 
Grant's  administration. 

The  family  plot  is  in  the  old  St.  Mary's,  Gilberts. 

Mrs.  Margaret  O'Brien  McCartan  is  the  daughter  of  Bernard  O'Brien,  brother  of  Mary 
O'Brien-Moore.

RICHARD  DWYER 


Richard  Dwyer  was  born  in  Cashel,  County  Tipperary,  Ireland,  in  the  year  1800,  He  and 
a  brother  were  deported  to  Australia  as  the  result  of  a  political  uprising.  They  escaped 
and  swam  out  to  a  freighter  that  was  bound  for  South  America,  The  brother  was  captured  and 
returned  to  the  island  and  it  is  presumed  that  there  are  descendants  of  his  there,  Richard 
then  worked  his  way  from  one  country  to  another  and  finally  reached  Canada, 

The  rivers  were  the  great  arteries  of  traffic  inland  in  those  days  and  the  building  of 
canals  for  links  in  the  transportation  system  was  essential  work,  Richard  Dwyer  came  from 
Canada  to  the  States  to  work  on  the  canals  and  when  engaged  on  such  a  project  at  Hagerstown, 
Maryland,  married  the  widow  of  William  Moore,  They  came  west  to  Andersontown,  Ohio,  and  then 
to  Illinois  to  take  up  Government  land.  The  Haydens  assisted  them  in  locating  and  settling. 

With  the  clearing  and  improvement  of  the  land  and  the  development  of  the  dairy  industry 
they  were  able  to  add  to  their  land  until  they  had  almost  a  section  at  opposite  corners  of 
two  county  roads  known  as  the  Four  Corners,  or  the  Four  Roads. 

The  kitchen  of  the  present  farm  house  on  the  old  place  is  built  around  the  original 
cabin.  The  "red  slough"  on  that  farm  was  a  feeding  place  for  deer  in  the  early  days,  and  a 
hunting  ground  for  other  game. 

Richard  Dwyer  spent  his  declining  years  with  his  son  John's  family  on  the  home  farm. 

Richard  Dwyer  was  one  of  nine  brothers.  During  the  years  a  brother  who  had  served  on 
Gilbraltar  came  to  visit  from  Riiladelphia. 

A  search  for  family  records  in  Ireland  would  mean  visiting  some  32  parishes. 

Should  this  record  come  to  the  attention  of  anyone  in  Ireland  or  America  who  could  assist 
in  this  matter,  it  is  possible  that  future  correspondence  will  account  for  the  other  members 
and  descendants  of  his  family.

Edward  L.  Doheny,  leader  in  oil  development,  was  one  of  these 
brothers.  For  many  years  he  made  annual  visits  to  his  sister  and  other  living  relatives.

HANORA  BARRY-HANNIGAN 


Hanora  Barry  was  born  in  Marysville  Park,  County  Cork,  Ireland,  in  1805.  She  came  to 
Boston  at  an  early  age.  About  the  year  1833  she  married  Joseph  Hannigan  who  came  from  the 
same  locality  in  the  homeland.  They  lived  in  several  places  in  the  east  before  coming  to 
Illinois  to  take  up  government  land  as  so  many  did  in  those  days.  The  family  of  her  sister, 
Ellen  Barry-Moore  Dwyer,  had  preceded  them  by  some  years.  Thus  they  found  relatives  and 
friends  out  west. 

Hanora  Barry  Hannigan  was  the  mother  of  seven  children.  The  oldest  son,  Robert,  was 
a  young  man  who  left  home  to  make  his  fortune  in  the  south  before  the  family  came  west.  No 
letters  or  documents  of  any  kind  are  available  to  shed  any  light  on  his  life  in  later  years. 
The  family  lived  in  the  Rutland  Township,  Kane  County,  Illinois  community  for  many  years. 

As  was  customary  in  those  days,  when  the  children  were  growing  up  they  were  encouraged 
to  enter  the  trades  which  were  so  flourishing  in  the  new  country,  James  Marcus  became  a 
railroad  man.  Thomas  was  apprenticed  at  seventeen  to  a  blacksmith  in  Chicago.  Timothy 
became  a  carriage  maker  in  Chicago.  Michael  also  went  to  Kansas,  but  continued  westward 
and  lived  for  many  years  at  Canon  City,  Colorado,  The  two  daughters,  Elizabeth  and 
Cptherine^  died  young  and  were  buried  in  Huntley,  Illinois, 

Upon  the  death  of  Joseph  Hannigan,  the  widow,  Hanora  Barry  Hannigan,  lived  with  her 
married  children,  traveling  back  and  forth  from  Illinois  to  Kansas.  She  died  in  Kansas  and 
was  the  first  to  be  buried  in  the  Catholic  Cemetery  at  Ogden,  Kansas. 

Hanora  Barry  Hannigan,  like  so  many  of  the  pioneer  women,  lived  a  long  and  useful  life. 
She  lived  for  her  home,  her  family,  and  her  church,  and  was  among  those  who  brought  new  life 
to  a  new  world.

JOSEPH  HANNIGAN 


Joseph  Hannigan  was  born  in  Lower  Glanmire,  County  Cork,  Eire,  in  1789.  He  learned  the 
blacksmith  trade  there  and  emigrated  to  America  in  the  early  twenties.  He  secured  work  on 
the  first  railroad  ever  built  in  the  United  States.  His  first  wife  and  three  children  died 
in  Boston  during  an  epidemic. 

About  the  year  1833  Joseph  Hannigan  married  Hanora  Barry  in  the  State  in  Maryland. 
Instead  of  settling  down  in  one  place  as  was  the  usual  custom  they  followed  the  railroads 
which  were  being  built  because  the  blacksmith  was  an  essential  man  in  the  labor  pattern  of 
the  time  when  the  work  was  done  by  horses. 

Twelve  years  later  Joseph  Hannigan  opened  his  own  shop  in  the  Berkshires,  Massachusetts 
and  remained  there  until  1847.  The  family  moved  to  Illinois,  just  south  of  the  village  of 
Huntley,  bordering  on  the  county  line  road.  A  little  stream  still  known  by  its  Indian  name, 
Kishwaukee,  flows  through  this  property.  Before  the  family  moved  west,  Robert,  the  oldest 
son,  had  left  home  at  an  early  age  to  seek  his  fortune  in  the  South. 

A  sister,  Johanna  Hannigan,  married  Patrick  Stanton  in  the  year  1858.  A  daughter, 
Julia,  was  born  February  5,  1859,  and  baptized  on  February  18.  Mary  Stanton  was  another 
daughter. 

A  brother,  Dave,  came  over  with  Joseph  but  stayed  with  the  navigation.  He  worked  as  a 
secret  service  agent  for  the  United  States  Government  during  the  Florida  war  of  1855-1860 
and  later.  He  obtained  information  from  deck  hands  regarding  the  many  activities  of  the 
English.  A  nephew,  Thomas  David,  son  of  Joseph,  father  of  William,  who  was  learning  a  trade 
in  Chicago  at  the  time,  met  his  Uncle  David  returning  from  a  mission  via  New  Orleans  to 
report  to  Grant.  He  was  carrying  the  papers  in  the  sole  of  a  shoe.  This  was  just  prior  to 
the  Civil  War  when  Stephen  A.  Douglas  was  running  for  President.

Thomas  David  Hannagan, Sr.  arrived  at  the  homestead  in  Ogden  Township,  Riley  County, 
then  owned  by  Uncle  Henry  Johnston,  in  June,  1868.  The  family  lived  in  one  corner  of  the 
place  in  the  wagons  in  which  they  had  traveled  to  Kansas.  The  father  worked  at  his  trade 
as  a  blacksmith  in  Ogden  for  two  years,  then  at  Junction  City  until  he  took  a  job  as  black¬ 
smith  for  the  United  States  Government  at  Fort  Riley,  where  he  worked  for  eleven  years. 

The  paymaster  who  made  out  his  first  check  spelled  the  family  name  with  an  "a”  instead  of 
an  "i".  The  family  has  continued  to  use  this  spelling.  In  May,  1870,  eighty  acres  were 
bought  from  H.  B.  Johnston.  This  is  located  one  and  one-half  miles  east  of  Ogden,  Kansas. 
Eighty  acres  were  bought  from  Mr.  Adamson  and  forty  acres  from  John  Kent.  The  pasture  in 
Gear  County  was  bought  from  the  Union  Pacific  about  the  year  1883.  It  contains  280  acres.
